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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE 
London, March 25. — At a meeting 
lit'i-H to night Parnell said it was do- 
si ruble to form organizations in Eng- 
land and Scotland for the purpose of 
forwarding the objects of the land 
league. It was not intended to com- 
pete with the home rule confederation, 
which would still remain in existence. 
The English laud question, he thought, 
was at present ripe for settlement but any- 
thing achieved in Ireland would favor- 
ably affect the laborers of England and 
.Scotland. 

Resolutions were adopted to con- 
stitute the national land league of 
Great Britain, with Justin McOarty 
tis president, to assist the Irish land 
league to reduce rack rents and enable 
Irish tenant farmers to become owners 
nt' their holdings on reasonable terms. 

Liberals in parliament are said to be 
considering a motion condemning the 
terms of peace with the Boers. Homo 
rulers are considering the expediency 
of leading attention to recent utter- 
ances of several Irish judges and asking 
their dismissal. 

London, March 25. — The grand na- 
tional steeplechase to-day was won by 
Woodbrook, Regalia second, Thomfieltl 
third. 

Sr. Petersburg, March 25. — The 
author of an article in the Vedomosti, 
charging the administration with indo- 
lence and robbery and society with 
cherishing illusions, which led to the 
assassination of the czar, has been sum- 
moned by the minister of the interior 
to appear before a judge. 

Constantinople, March 25. — At 
Wednesday's conference Ottoman dele- 
gates are reported to have presented 
their final proposal. They declare that 
the porte could neither cede Crete 
nor any part of Albania. The line 
of frontier they proposed is understood 
to go considerably beyond that offered 
by the Turkish notes of the 3rd Octo- 
ber. The territory now offered in 
Thessaly comprises Larisa, Trikali, 
Turnova and the whole valley of So- 
lemnbria, but excludes Previsa and 
Metzova and part of Epirus is com- 
prised in the proposed line. Ambassa- 
dors will communicate this offer to their 
governments. 

Dublin, March 26. — The present 
quiet is that which precedes a storm. 
When an attempt shall be made to 
thoroughly enforce the arms bill thero 
will be trouble of the most serious 
kind. Preparations for evictions are 
being made on a large scale. There 
will be more cases of this sort within a 
few months than have been known for 
many years in the history of the land. 
There will be resistance, and the coun- 
try will be thrown into a condition of 
anarchy such as has never before been 
known. Most gloomy forebodings are 
indulged in by the Irish people as to 
what may occur, within the next few 
months. Land leagues continue to in- 
crease. Funds are now considerably 
above £100,000. There is much quiet 
talk of forcible resistance. "What will 
be done remains to be seen. 

London, March 26, — In the Com- 
mons to-day the Candahar debate was 
resumed. Lord George Hamilton, con- 
servative, stated that no intimation 
had been received that Gen. Skobeloff's 
policy wss disapproved, 

Hartington stated 'twas possible, 
though improbable, that disturbance 
and bloodshed would follow British de- 
parture from Candahar j but when was 
a transfer of the throne in Afghanistan 
unattended with disturbance, and was 
it any business of England- to prevent 
it'? 

Stanhope's motion was then rejected, 
346 to 246, and the announcement was 
received with loud cheers from the lib- 
erals. 

Hartington said that the retention 
of Candahar would expose England to 
perpetual quarrels and collisions with 
Russia. 

Northcotc warned the government 
that they left the difficulty arising from 
evacuation to be settled by natural 
selection. It would be settled by Rus- 
sian selection. 

Just now the abandonment of Can- 
dahar is discussed in parliament to the 
exclusion of all other subjects. It is a 
singular fact that the conservatives in 
opposing evacuation are reversing many 
of their own traditions and utterances 
when they had power. As a result tho 
government succeeded in carrying mea- 
sures of abandonment although the 
light of the opposition was a bitter one. 
There is no ground for the belief that 
the Russians have any idea of advanc- 
ing upon India by way of Candahar. 

London, March 27.— Tho Mansion 
House outrage is regarded as the out- 
come of a Fenian plot to injure public 
buildings. Two suspected persons have 



been traced across the channel. Detec- 
tives have gone after them. 

Leeds, March 25. — One of the larg- 
est (lax mills has closed in consequence 
of tho depression in trade. 

Nice, March 25. — The newspapers 
state that the director of the theater has 
informed a magistrate that there was a 
strong smell of gas in the theater Wed- 
nesday. That ho communicated with 
the authorities and wished to postpone 
the performance until an examination 
of the gas apparatus was made, but re- 
ceived orders to give the opera as ad- 
vertised. The subscription for the 
friends of tho sufferers has reached 
100,000 francs. The funeral of tho 
victims took place to-day, and was at- 
tended by a large crowd. 

Several moro bodies have been found 
in the ruins. The victims will number 
over 100. 

It is reported that thero were only 
220 persons in the Nice theater at tho 
timo of the fire. 

Paris, March 26. — An article on 
Alexander III, written by a Russian of 
high position, says that the new czar 
will strive to maintain good relations 
with Germany, towards whom his at- 
titude will be sensibly the sumo as was 
that of his father. Franco will enjoy 
more marked sympathy, Tho relations 
with Austria have the appearance of 
distrust. In any case tho triple alli- 
ance will not be seen again. Relations 
with England will be more cordial, 
probably on account of the czar's warm 
friendship for the Princo of Wales. 

Vienna, March 20. — The Preset says 
that the Austrian police recently in- 
formed the Russian government that a 
considerable quantity of dynamite had 
been landed at Triverne to bo forward- 
ed to Russia. Tho Russian authorities 
requested the Austrians to allow dyna- 
mite to proceed as far as tho frontier, 
There it was received by persons in the 
uniform of Russian police. Subse- 
quently another body of officials dis- 
covered that the first comers wore dis- 
guised nihilists who succeeded in smug- 
gling tho dynamite into the interior. 

St. Petersburg, March 25. — Gen. 
Melikoff has ordered proceedings to be 
taken against the St. Petersburg Ga- 
zette. 

Tho trial of the assassins of the czar 
will commence on the 30th. 

Paris, March 26. — At a banquet 
given by the trade societies to Gam be t- 
ta, 600 persons were present and 720 
trade societies wero represented. The 
minister of agriculture and minister of 
posts were present. Gumbetta said 
that he hoped the timo would soon come 
when the new manocuvers which tended 
to weaken President Grevy's authority 
would be stopped. He trusted that for 
this reason his days will be long. The 
day is approaching, he said, when the 
chamber will bo free to choose its men 
d ideas, whan the mandate will go 
forth that the incessant tergiversation 
against which wo are struggling must 
be closed by crowning democracy with 
public liberties. (Vociferous applause.) 

erlin, March 26. — In the reich- 
Btag yesterday the budget was read the 
third time. The income for the new 
financial year is estimated at 792,930,- 
554 marks; ordinary outlay, 511,662,- 
001; supplementary estimates, 8,304,- 
493; subsidies to be drawn from vari- 
ous federal states, 103,28S,523 marks. 

Rome, March 26. — The pope recently 
ordered tho cardinal vicar to institute 
strict inquiry into the sacrilegious traffic 
in spurious relics. The cardinal vicar 
accordingly addressed a circular to 
Catholic administrators throughout tho 
world, intimating that no bodies have 
beon taken from the catacombs for 
thirty years, and warning them against 
imposters. Entire ostelogical specimens 
purporting to be tho remains of early 
Christian martyrs freshly dug from the 
catacombs in Rome, have been shipped 
to America. 

London, March 29. — If Bradlaugh's 
appeal to-morrow results in a decision 
adverse to him, a new writ for elec- 
tion in Northampton will bo. issued at 
once, it not being necessary to await 
final appeal in the house of lords in 
these circumstances. Bradlaugh will 
offer himself for re-election, and the 
contest, if any, will take place during 
the easier recess. 

Manchester, March 29. — A ware- 
house seven stories high filled with 
valuable stock belonging to John 
Hazem k Co., cotton manufacturers, 
was burned last night. Loss estimated 
at £800,000. One fireman was killed 
and two others dangerously injured. 

Dublin, March 29. — It is a re 
markable fact, despite the specious ad- 
vico of the land league to tenant farm- 
ers to retain their grip of the land and 
not to lcaro the country, that immi- 
gration returns show that 95,857 per- 
sons emigrated last year, an increase of 
48,493 over the previous year. 

St. Petersburg, March 28. — There 
are continued rumors of Gen. Melikoff's 
resignation. 

It is believed that tho emperor has 
ordered a ukase to be prepared convok- 
ing commissions to discuss the question 
representing the people on state ques- 
tions. 

The prince of Wales will confer tho 
order of the garter on tho czar. 

Rome, March 28.— A lady obtained 
a private audience with the pope to- 
day and warned him that the day and 
hour were fixed for the murder of him- 
self and Cardinal Pecci. 

Berlin, March 28. — Tho police au- 
thorities issued on Saturday orders for 



expulsion under tho socialist law of 
eighteen persons, including six impris- 
oned for the past four months. 

St. Petersburg, March 28. — Rous- 
sakoff's father has shot himself. 

London, March 28. — The News has 
reason to believe that the fishery dis- 
pute between England and tho United 
States is in a fair way towards a set- 
tlement, the fact being admitted that 
American fishermen are entitled to 
compensation f^r injuries to vessels and 
tackle. England has proposed alter- 
native courses — one being tho payment 
of a lump sum, the other, reference of 
the question to arbitration, the two gov- 
ernments nominating each one person 
and the nominees appointing a third. 
Difficulty at one time arose from the 
excessive claims of tho United States, 
but the latest telegrams from Secretary 
Blaine point to tho willingness of the 
Washington cabinet to accept one or 
another of tho above plans. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Okoville, Cal, March 28. — A fire 
broke out here this morning at four 
o'clock in the restaurant of H. B. 
Arens k Bro., and burnt out about one 
third of the block on tho north side of 
Montgomery st. Loss aggregates about 
§20,000. 

San Francisco, March 28. — Dis- 
patches from Ferndulo county, says 
that lighthouse Inspector Capt. Mc- 
Dougal and two others wero drowned 
off Mendocino light, while attempting 
to go ashore. 

The City of New York from Aus- 
tralia is now overdue 5 days according 
to schedule or seven days as compared 
with the average running time. Some 
anxiety is felt by those having friends 
on board, but among the better in- 
formed parties the belief is that slie has 
either been detained at Honolulu or 
that her engines have broken down and 
she is coming along under sail. 

Young Kalloch has formally retired 
from the ministry. 

San Francisco, March 25. — Agree- 
ably to arrangements previously made 
by a special committee drawn from the 
W. P. C. and congregation of the Mo 
tropolitan Temple, quito a numerous 
gathering assembled at the temple this 
evening. After passing resolutions 
eulogistic of Judgo Temple, tho jury 
and Messrs. Highton and Galpin, coun- 
sel for the defense in the Kalloch trial, 
hacks were procured and a committe 
accompanied by a brass band drovo to 
Kalloch's rosidenco. After the sere- 
nade both tho elder and younger Kal- 
loch addressed them briefly and tho 
visitors then retired. 

Bakersfield, March 25. — Tho trial 
of Cruz Dominic fur the murder of 
Francisco Cunoe, an inoffensive old 
man of 75, was concluded at 10 o'clock, 
and the case given to the jury at 3 p. 
in. They returned in half an hour with 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree. 

INDIA. 

Calcutta, March 28. — The impres 
sion grows stronger that whatever the 
government intend doing it will now be 
found impossible to evacuate Candahar 
before autumn. The season is so far 
advanced that it would be dangerous to 
march to India. The political outlook 
is so doubtful that Gen. Hume has re- 
fused to allow the depurturo of regi- 
ments to-day ordered to start. 

Candahar, March 28.— A formi- 
dable rebellion prevails in Herat. 
Ayoib Khan is perhaps already exiled 
or a prisoner. .Mohammed Passan 
'Khan, governor of Lushk, induced 
threo Herat regiments, stationed at 
Kushk, to mutiny and join him and 
Aimaik tribes in at attack on Herat. 
It may be safely inferred that tho 
murder of Mohammed Jan, who com- 
manded these regiments, was the 
first act of the rebellion. At last ac- 
counts the rebellion was so formidable 
that Ayoob Khan was virtually be- 
sieged in tho citadel. This gives fav- 
orable opportunity to Abdurahman 
Khan to reunite' Afghanistan under tho 
supremacy of Cabul. Five thousand 
of his troops are now on the road hither 
and should be in full possession of tba 
Candahar province by the 15th of 
April. An immediate advance on 
Herat, if Ayoob Khan is not expelled 
or killed before then, could in the ex- 
isting state of affairs scarcely fail to 
be successful. 

MEXICO. 
New York, March 25. — A Mexican 
correspondent says that the Lorillard 
exploring party have been actively en- 
gaged,, but the present laws of Mexico 
prohibit any exploration of antiquities. 
It is expected that the coming session 
of congress will pass a bill which will 
facilitate that object. On the lino'of 
the Mexican central railway a buried 
town was discovered and evidences of 
an advanced civilization found. There 
were paved streets, irregular stone 
steps and carved stone-work indicating 
a high order of workmanship. 

City of Mexico (via Havana), March 
1G. — The Mexican chief engineer has 
surveyed the Tehuantepec route, and 
reports Captain Eads' project antirely 
practicable. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New Yonic, March 29.— Tho Earl of 
Caithness died here yesterday. 

The Socialists hero have formed an 
anti-rent league.

He will 
assist Gen. Wood in governing the 
Transvaal until tho commission has 
concluded its labors.

Col. Carrington and several 
others of the British were wounded. 

London, March 20. — Gen. Wood 
has been appointed high commissioner 
of southeastern Africa and governor of 
British possessions.

A Marino Monster. 

Tho Spanish barque Oclulia, which ar- 
rived last evening from Liverpool, and 
is now lyinsr at Welch, Rithet & Co.'s 
wharf, has on board a tamo walrus or soa 
lion. This animal was eapturod by Cap- 
tain DeAbortiz 13 years ago while cruis- 
ing in Behrings Straits. It was then a 
"pup," was trained by him and has boon 
his constant companion on all his voyriges 
evor since. Ho is called "Sefior" and 
answers to his name or to a blast from a 
silver whistle blown by his master; but if 
blown by any one else he pays not the 
slightest attention to tho call. Ho eats 
bread and meat, enjoys tea and tobacco. 
Lie is as passionately fond of beer as an 
old toper and on many occasions has bo- 
come genteely "tight" from imbibing too 
heavily. When caught ho weighed only 
19 pounds, but he turns tho scale at 411A 
pounds, has two enormous tusks, measures 
six feet three inches at tho girth and is 
eight feet four inchos long. As the cap- 
tain good-naturedly remarked as heshowod 
the brute to a few visitors, ho is becoming 
"one big noosance." In bright weather 
he sleeps in the sun on dock. During 
heavy blows ho resorts to a kennel, but 
when tho weathor is calm ho leaps over- 
board and sports about tho ship for hours, 
catching and eating fish. When tired of 
swimming he is hauled on board in a great 
iron basket. On ono occasion off tho 
Cape of Good Hope a great shark tacklod 
"Sefior," laying hold of ono of his paws 
and biting off two of his toos; but "Se- 
fior" clove and coming up undor his enemy's 
belly ripped him up with one thrust of 
his great tusks and clevourod him with 
savage cries of delight and satisfaction. 
He is very fond of tho captain and when 
the latter has been absent from the ship 
for a day or two ho manifests his uneasi- 
ness by a thundering noise not unlike tho 
sounds, that might bo emitted by two or 
three scores of dogs barking in chorus. 
"Sefior" is perfectly docile, allows himself 
to be patted on tho head, and is very 
susceptlblo to kindness. Taken altogether 
."Sefior" is ono of tho most remarkablu 
brutes evor brought here and would make 
a valuable acquisition for a menagerio.

[Before His Lordship Sir M. B. Begbie, C. J., and 
Crease, McCrelght and Robertson, JaJ 

Tiiursdav, March 31 
H. B. Co. ef al vs. Oppenheimer et al— 
Counsel for defendants (Mr. A. E. B. 
Davie and Mr. Theodore Davie) contend- 
ed, 1st. That the deed of assignment was 
fraudulent and void. 2ndly, That if 
partly good, .tho plaintiffs were entitled to 
tho carriage of tho trusts, irrespectively of 
tho conditions imposed by the Oppenhei- 
mer Bius. ; and 3rd, That in any event 
the suit having included a claim for the 
administration of G. Opponheimor's es- 
tate, plaintiffs were entitled to have the 
partnership estato administered for tho 
payment of tho partnership creditors. 
Counsol then proceeded to argue that the 
deed was void on the ground that it was 
proforontial and thcreforo invalidated by 
Act. No. 10 of 1880. Tho Act was con- 
stitutional — a similar ono having been in 
forco for many years in Ontario and re- 
enacted thero subsequently to Confedera- 
tion. It had not been repealed in terms 
by any of tho insolvent acts of tho Dom- 
inion, which had repealed provincial acts 
rolating to insolvency. Tho Ontario Act 
was still on tho statute books and no sug- 
gestion had been made in that province 
that tho act was inoperative. Authorities 
wore thon cited to tho effect that tho re- 
servation of §1000 worth of chattols ren- 
dored the deed void, and counsel also urg- 
ed that the terms of tho deed woro inequi- 
table, as it gavo strangers to the estate 
ten per cent, for winding up, besides tra- 
velling expenses, disbursements, etc., and 
power to compromise debts. Further- 
more, the surviving partners had dealt by 
tho assignment with the partnership 
property in a manner inconsistent 
with tho rights of tho deceased 
partner whose representative had 
an intorest in seeing that tho assets woro 
duly applied in payment of partnership 
debts. Tho plaintiffs had the right which 
G. Opponhoimer's representative had to 
such application, and tho deed was in de- 
fiance of that right. Tho clause as to the 
release avoided the deed especially as its 
oxocution by creditors would extinguish 
their right as against tho assets (if any) of 
the doceasod partner. If tho deed was 
bad in part it was bad in toto. It it 
could bo supported by striking out the 
objectionablo clauses tho creditors then 
claimed administration on the score that 
tho deod had boon communicated to them. 
Lastly it was claimed that the authorities 
cited showed that by a suit for the ad- 
ministration of G. Opponheimor's estato 
tho joint creditors had the paramount 
right to control tho administration of the 
put'titurship assets. In fact, tl.u appoint 
ment of a receiver who was now in pos- 
session was the only means of effecting a 
fair distribution of assets because tho as- 
signment being void would not prevent 
a levy. Counsel thon read affidavits as to 
the financial statements of tho firm, but 
tho Court intimated that at this stage of 
tho caHO they did not affect tho question. 
It was furthor stated in answer to the re- 
marks of defendants' counsol yesterday, 
that tho body of tho Victoria creditors 
woro fully apprized of tho effect of the 
deed and had no intention of assenting 
to it. 

Mr. Drake replied contending that the 
Ontario Act was not in forco in that Pro- 
vince. At tho most tho courso of legis- 
lation there showed its validity to bo ex- 
tremely doubtful. Tho order appealed 
from had not beon based on the adminis- 
tration of G. Oppenhoimer's estate but 
simply on the ground that tho creditors 
wero entitled to tho carriage of 
tho trusts of tho deed apart from 
its conditions. Tho deed was good, 
thero being no bankrupt law and 
tho reservation was subject to execution, 
and this action, that of Earle vs. Oppen- 
heimer, had been instituted for adminis- 
tering tho joint assets. Mr. Davie said 
that was true, but it only claimed the pro- 
perty as it existed on 22nd December, the 
dato of the dissolution. This case wont 
further, for it claimed tho property up 
to 3rd February, the dato of tho death, as 
the partnership property at that date and 
what had been acquired sinco out ot its 
assets should bo administered for tho pay- 
ment of partnership debts. Tho Chief 
Justico said tho action might be consolidat- 
ed and intimated that it might bo neces- 
sary in this case that plaintiffs should 
amend tho writ and make a fresh applica- 
tion for a receiver as the original applica- 
tion to Mr. Justice Crease did not in this 
caso proceed upon the footing of an ad- 
ministration suit, and leave was therefore 
granted to the plaintiffs to make such ap- 
plication to-morrow by short notico. 

Tho Court reserved judgment and inti- 
mated it would bo rendered on Monday 
next.

died a few years ago. Mr. Blake stated 
that while ho would not opposo the pres- 
ent motion, in future ho would oppose all 
irregular motions of this character.

Tho Magistrate said ho should not liko 
this important caso to fail on account of a 
technicality. 

Mr. Courtney — If this is tho case for 
the prosecution your honor must dismiss 
the case. 

Tho Magistrate said there was no cer- 
tainty that the sun had set when tho infrac- 
tion occurred. Thero was no proof that 
tho fire was burning after sunset. 

The superintendent of police said this 
was a most serious charge and ought not 
to be dismissed in this way. 

The magistrate— Thero is no ovidonco 
that tho right man is charged.and the caso 
is dismissed. 

Ah Chu was summoned fur peddling with- 
out holding a license. 

Sergt. Blounifield said tho defondant, 
who had boon summoned, did not appear.

Got tho 
names of two; tho others refused to 
give their names; prisoner was there; told 
them I had come to collect school tax; tho 
reply was "mo no sabbo. " Wrote out 
distress warrants and loft Lewis in charge 
of goods as bailiff; a distraint was mado; 
at 10 minutes to 9 the ocoupatits still re- 
fused to pay taxes and witness and Lowis 
began to gather up tho articles in the 
room; prisoner and others interfered 
witli these movements calling him "a 
debbil," etc.; prisoner went out and came 
back with 8 or 9 other Chinamen. Lewis 
was carrying tho goods down stairs and 
prisoner took held of articles and would- 
n't allow Lowis to pass; told him to keep 
quiot, and the others como up and crowd- 
ed witnoss against tho wall; witness 
thought they wero going to kill him; di- 
rected Lewis to put the articles down and 
fetch a policeman; Lewis went and the 
goods were removed without furthor hin- 
drance. Officer Hough arrested tho pris- 
oner..

To Mr. Courtney — Witness produced 
copies of distress warrants served.

The Flood on the Union Pao.no. 

Omaha, Neb., March 23— Tho situation 
in tho inundated district in tho Platto 
river is much better than anyone had rea- 
son to expect. Telegraph repairers who 
went to work early yesterday morning havo 
succeoded in getting up tho fallon wiros 
betweeiiFremont and Columbus this after- 
noon, which gives through communication 
along tho Union Pacific. It is thought 
trains will resume running to-morrow. 
Tho bodies of a drowned woman and two 
children unknown wero discovered a fow 
miles west of Schuyler this afternoon, and 
probably more will bo found thore and at 
othor points. There has boon great loss 
of stock throughout Platte valley. Dead 
stuck is floating around everywhere, and 
rivor banks and bottom lands aro strewn 
with thoni. 

Omaha, March 30— Tho work of repair- 
ing the Union Pacific railroad in tho 
Platto valley is rapidly progressing, and 
by next Saturday trains will probably bo 
running on time. Already trains over 
tho Burlington and Missouri road to 
Kearney aro running without much delay 
and no furthor troublo with washouts is 
foarod. Delayed Northern Pacific trains 
which arrived this evening say that ovor 
fifty por cent, of tho bridges havo boon 
washed away by froshuts in Nobraska and 
numerous grist mills destroyed. Cattlo 
wero drowned in largo numbor3, but only 
two porsons known to bo drowned.

Mammoth Mining Enterprise—South 
Pork of Quo3ael River. 

Since the early discoveries of gold in 
California, Australia and British Colum- 
bia, numerous enterprises havo beon pro- 
jected for obtaining the precious ore, 
sumo of which, especially in California, 
have been of gigantic characters requiring 
immense capital and years of patient 
labor. In tho early days of California 
tho primitive modes of crc-vicing, panning 
and rocking, afforded ample reward to 
tho pioneer gold sockors, and many a "big 
strike" was made without any outlay be- 
yond tho necessary pick, shovel and pan. 
Liko nearly all new adventures, necessity 
set the thinking mind to work out other 
modes, and step by step new appliances 
havo been introduced, until guld m ning 
has almost resolved itself into a profes- 
sion requiring experts, scientists, engin- 
eers and skilled workmon. The progres- 
sive ago in which we live appears to les 
sou the magnitude of obsticles, and those 
which twenty years ago wero looked upon 
as almost insurmountable, aro now but 
small obstructions to engineering skill. 
Tho mining history of British Columbia 
is so well known by the majority of tho 
rosidonts that the mere mention of any of 
tho old locations in tho Cariboo district is 
descriptive enough of their merits to enlist 
attention. William crook,— the richost 
and most lasting alluvial mining camp in 
tho world — has yielded its millions, and 
still in a moderate way continues to up- 
hold tho property of tho district. Light- 
ning, Mosquito, Grouse, Antler, Harvey 
and Koithloy creeks havo all richly 
rowardod labor, and although the 
tunnel, hydraulic and ground sluice 
havo lessened their renown, there 
aro yet favored spots 'which have 
charms for tho hardy minor. The wealth 
of tho alluvial beds in Cariboo is not half 
unearthed. Creeks and places that havo 
been comparatively easy to work havo 
yielded millions, but tho beds of largo 
streams or rivers, cutting through tho 
contro of tho richest gold belt, must con- 
tain immense deposits from the gulden 
hills. In ordor to solvo tho problem, en- 
terprises of greater magnitude must bo in- 
augurated, engineering skill must bring 
from tho background of supposed difficulty 
feasible ideas and well devised plans, so 
that they may have a practical bearing on 
tho judgment of practical men and enlist 
tho attentions of speculative capitalists. 
From tho year 1859 to 1802, when Cari- 
boo was in its prime— when news of its 
richness had sproad to every quarter of the 
globe, and its golden treasures had boun- 
tifully lined tho buckskin bags of not a 
fow of tho early pioneers— tho idea was 
thon entertained by a company of minors 
to dam the south fork of Quesnel river, 
but tho enormous rate of wages, and al- 
most insurmountable difficulty 'of getting 
machinery from the seaboard to tho placo 
of proposed operations, compelled tho pro- 
jectors to abandon it. Rich discoveries 
and continual excitements scattered tho 
company to new and various fields, and 
unfortunately for the country the grand 
idoa was never carried out, and the vast 
area of mining ground comprising about 
nine mile3 of the river bed still remains in 
undisturbed possession of its untold mil- 
lions. It is tho opinion of many minors 
who have been in that section of country 
that tho river bed is rich ; and such a 
theory is not probable to be erroneous, 
for in almost every instance, in tho Cari- 
boo section, tho heaviest gold and richest 
deposits, in places worked, havo beon found 
in deep channels. Jim May, tho well- 
known miner, indomitable prospector and 
explorer, whoso thorough knuwledgo of 
tho country and unquestionable veracity 
entitle his opinion to a worthy considera- 
tion, in speaking on tho subject a short 
time ago, said :— In tho yoar '59 and '00, 
ho, in company with John Rose, \V. A. 
Johnson and Win. heal, worked pn tho 
south fork of Quesnel river about 5 miles 
below tho lake, and on tho edge of tho 
stream by ''pot dam" mining with rockers 
mado at times §90 per day to tho man. Tho 
bed rock pitched at a very steep angle into 
tho bed of tho river in water so deep that 
they could not work. When tho water 
was clear they could see gold lying on the 
boulders. Parties to his knowledge work- 
ed on tho edge of tho stroam as deep as 
they could reach gravel with long handed 
shovels and make fair pay. In the fall, 
when tho water was low, lie avcrged 840 
por-day, and it is his belief that tho bed 
of tho rivor is very rich, if not as a whole, 
at least in places there are heavy deposits, 
and that seven or eight miles would be 
good mining ground if tho water could be 
successfully dammed, and would afford 
profitable employment to at least 1500 
men." With a personal knowledge of the 
country, and numerous .similar facts 
brought to his notico, Mr. J. Hunter, C 
E., surveyed tho ground last fall, and in 
company with Mr. J. Adair applied for a 
charter of ni»e miles of the south fork 
of Quesnel river. Mr. Hunter has pre- 
pared plans for operations, and entertains 
no doubt as to the construction of works 
sufficiently strong to dam the river at tho 
outlet of tho lake. The lake'is estimated 
about 100 miles long by an average width 
of 4 miles, which, according to calculation 
mado by Mr. Hunter, will contain tho 
rivor How so that for six months each 
year mininsr can be successfully carried 
on in the deep river channel, of which 
about nino miles will bo available. Tho 
project is a grand one and worthy of suc- 
coss. 



No Shipping. — Transportation of coal 
over the road this month will bo very 
light owing to the scarcity of shipping. 
Only two days last week was there a ves- 
sel to receive coal, and the chances are 
this week will bo the same. The Great 
Western is tho only vessel in port, and 
she lias her stiffening in and two days will 
bo required to get the remainder of her 
ballast out. The road is in fine order, 
and could carry 1,000 tons por day as well 
as not.— Seattle Post.

The existence of this complaint hero is 
disputed by some and maintained by 
others. It is a fact, however, that a largo 
number of horses were reported ill yes- 
terday, but the complaint in nearly every 
caso is yielding to mild treatment and 
the simplo remedy of hot bran mashes 
and salt. The animal requires to bo kept 
warm and worked, if at all, very little for 
a fow days. Care should be taken 
not to water sick horses at the public 
troughs, ao that tho limits of the 
complaint may bo as circumscribed as 
possible. A good preventive of epizootic, 
it is said, has beon found and widely used. 
It is asafoatida, a small pioce to be wrap- 
ped in calico round the horses' bits. It 
would be wiso to try this plan as it can do 
no harm if it tlocs no good.

Tho Directors in making their Animal Report have .to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past year they have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of 6 acros 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government have voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but before tho works could be 
commenced tho Government required the land to bo conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has been dono. The coming spring will, it is hoped, sue this most necessary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
oletely reversing (he policy under which the Hospital has boon for bo many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Government have been contont with hav- 
ing two Direc tors on tho Board, and as it rule these Government Directors havo boen 
active and useful members, and have fully answered the purposes for which they woro 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are tho nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to the interests of those for whom a hospital ia supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppoao that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now tako in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsnniir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sociutios and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho atfairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo soon by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that the chango introduced by tho 
Government willprovont them again offering their services, and from the applications 
which have boon received for a return of subscriptions nnd tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet remains to be considered the question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pro- 
eout changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
givo nn opinion.

Tho number of out-patients has greatly increased, as I havo had to treat 
as out-patients many who would have been in-pationts-had there boon vacant beds.

Total 282 

Of whom 10 havo died from tho following causes; — Lung Disease, G; Heart Dia- 
oaso, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered me any assistance T was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possibles kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
